CALL TO ORDER 


The meeting was called to order at 1:40 p.m. 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA 
It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Valaskakis) to approve the agenda 
as presented. Vote: Carried 
APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


It was moved and seconded (Proppe/Sellers) to approve the minutes of 
the meeting of Faculty Council held on September 7, 1984. 


Attention was drawn to two typographical errors in the minutes. 


The minutes were approved as corrected. 


CHAIRMAN'S REMARKS 


Dean Roy introduced the new student representatives to the Faculty Council. 


The Chairman reported that he had written to the Rector on the question 
raised by members of Faculty Council at the last meeting regarding space, 
space planning, contact procedures, mechanisms and lines of authority 
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through which decisions are taken by the Rector and Senior Adminis- 
tration regarding the movement of departments. He said that he had 

had a conversation with the Rector about the request and that it was 

the Rector's intention to take the matter up with the Board of Governors. 
Last January, in a closed session, the Board approved a recommendation 
on the question and since the information is not yet in the public 
domain he would like to consult with the members of the Board and if 

they have no objections the Rector will then convey the information to 
Faculty Council through a reply to the Chairman's letter. 


Dean Roy reported that the item on the continuation of the debate on 
the General Education Planning Report which was tabled last May had 
not been included on the agenda for this meeting. By mutual agreement 
of both the Steering Committee and Asst. Dean Drysdale, in view of the 
large number of curriculum changes to be dealt with and the fact that 
it coincided with the start of religious holidays, it was decided 
that every effort would be made to adjourn py 4:00 o'clock. 


The Chairman said that he had been asked to advise the Faculty Council 

that the nominating committees in Divisions I, II, and III are attempt- 
ing to generate nominees for the Division Tenure Committees and that it 
is imperative that six nominations be received for each Division before 


October 10th. 


QUESTIONS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


It was asked if anything had been done about finding alternate accomoda- 
tions for Faculty Council meetings as had been requested last year. 


The Chairman replied that he would be prepared to take the matter up 
with the Physical Plant and Scheduling offices to see what might be done. 


ELECTIONS (ASFC 84-9-D2) 


a) Steering Committee 


It was moved and seconded (Schuhmacher/McEvenue) to approve the 


nomination of Pierre Paré for a position on the Steering Com- 
mittee. Vote: Carried 


Mr. Paré was declared elected by acclamation. 


On a point of clarification it was asked if graduate students 
are eligible to serve on the Steering Committee and if so ought 
not the President of the Graduate Society be asked to submit a 
nomination. 
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Dean Roy replied that the composition of the Steering Committee 
calls for two students with no reference made to division of 
representation, that nominations had been called for and only one 
name had been received. To the suggestion that one seat be added 
to accomodate a graduate student he said that he would prefer to 
wait until the next meeting to consider the suggestion since the 
situation could turn out to be a non-issue.

Provost Singer informed the members of Faculty Council that Ms. 
Moussa is from a department affiliated with the unit being eval- 
uated but is not a member of it. He said that he had no difficul- 
ties with that fact but thought Council ought to be made aware. 


Prof, Langford outlined the two sides to the situation: 1) the 
feeling that evaluation must be carried out from a suitable dis- 
tance; and b) the importance to the evaluation committee of parti- 
cipation by people with the necessary information to work within 
the areas and disciplines being evaluated. He suggested that one 
might find the nomination before Council to be particularly apt in 
that without involving someone who is directly a member of the pro- 
gramme it brings in someone who is familiar with a substantial part 
of what people in the programme are doing and provides precisely 
the considerations that were involved in the selection of a faculty 
member earlier - representation of a department involved in the 
activity but not someone associated with the activity itself so 
that some of the necessary understanding of what is being done is 
made available to the committee through the expertise of these 


people. 
No objections were raised. 


Dean Roy pointed out that there was no need to elect a student 
representative to the Study Group on Academic Advising since the 
committee is inactive. 


7. CURRICULUM COMMITTEE REPORT 45U - Undergraduate Curriculum Changes 
(including slot course numbering system) ASFC 84-9-D1l 


Asst. Dean Drysdale drew attention to Report 45U as well as to the ad- 
dendum to the report, distributed at the beginning of the meeting, which 
be suggested should be read as amendments to the report. He noted 

that in addition to the normal changes there are two kinds of changes 
included in the report which stem from the Fafulty rather than from 
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departments: 1) implementation of the new slot course numbering system 
(Appendix Al~A22) which are largely of a formal or technical nature, and 
2) implementation of the Faculty policy on credit limitations where 
credits from a single discipline which may be included within the pro- 
gramme of concentration (Cohen Report guidelines). Prof. Drysdale said 
that he would like to have the advice of Faculty Council and/or the Com- 
mittee of Deans as to the question of whether Council would like to have 
a report on a department by department breakdown on the status of that 


particular policy. 


Division I Curriculum Changes (pp 1 - 29) 


Prof. Drysdale drew attention to the amendments being made to the BA 
Specialization in French Literature and the BA Specialization in Quebec 
Literature (pp 13-15) and explained the reason for the change in the 
number of credits in the programmes through the selection of six addi- 
tional credits chosen from a list of cognate courses, 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Raudsepp) to adopt the curriculum 
changes as recorded and amended for departments of Division I (Classics, 
Communication Studies, English, Etudes Frangaises, History, Journalism, 
Philosophy, and Theological Studies). 


It was suggested that rather than to state the number of credits required 
from each period (9 - Middle Ages and 16th Century literature; 9 - 17th 
and 18th Century literatue, etc.) the actual courses be listed. Prof. 
Drysdale replied that the list had not yet been drawn up and had not 
been submitted to the Curriculum Committee, but in most cases the list 
is, in principle, too large for inclusion in the calendar. The important 
thing is to have on file in the Registrar's Office and in the Faculty 
Office as well as available in the departments for students such lists, 


Mr. Smart outlined the kind of technical problems such a practice would 
cause. Also, it was said that a lack of a list of courses in the calen- 
dar could lead to disputes at the point of graduation for some students. 


It was agreed that these concerns ought ‘to be braught ta the attention 
of the Curriculum Committee together with a request that the matter 
be studied during the year and a report made to Faculty Council next 


year, 


The motion to approve the curriculum course changes for Division I was 
voted on and it was carried. 


Division II Curriculum Changes (pp 30-57) 


Prof. Drysdale drew attention to the proposal to delete one programme 
in Division II, BA Major in Social Welfare (page 30) and the changes, 
starting on page 50, from the Department of Sociology and Anthropology 
involving the reorganization of the teaching of the introductory course 
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It was suggested that the title of the new courses listed on page A-22,, 
be changed to "Selegted Tepics in Science and Hyman Affairs" (SCHA 298°, 
SCHA 299°, SCHA 398°, 399°, SCHA 498°, SCHA 499°). 


The change was accepted as an editorial change. 


Elections to take place at the next meeting of Faculty Council. 


Dean Roy read the list of elections to take place at the next regularly 
scheduled meeting of Faculty Council. 


Other Business 


The question of availability of study space during hours that the 
Libraries are closed was raised and it was asked if classrooms could 
be opened during off hours. Also it was suggested that the libraries 


be kept open. 


The Chairman replied that he would look into the situation and report 
back to Faculty Council. 


The Chairman thanked the Curriculum Committee for the enourmous effort 
put into preparing its report and wished everyone a happy holiday 


week-end.

Adjournment 


The meeting was adjourned at 4:00 p.m. (Singer/Proppe). 
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in the two disciplines within the department; the reduction of the 
introductory courses from six credits to three credits and the in— 
clusion of both courses in all programmes in Sociology and Anthro— 
pology. This is being done in an attempt to bring the two disci- 
plines together for pedagogical reasons. 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Trudel) to adopt the curriculum 
changes recorded for Division II (Applied Social Science, Education, 
Geography, Religion, Sociology and Anthropology). 


In answer to a question concerning students from outside the Depart- 
ment registering for courses in the Department, Prof. Drysdale explain- 
ed that they would be required to take only the prerequisite course 
needed for the course chosen and not required to take both introduc- 
tory courses, 


A vote was taken on the motion to approve the curriculum changes for 
Division II and it was carried. 


Division III Curriculum Changes (pp 58 - 88) 


Prof. Drysdale outlined a major amendment for the Chemistry Department. 
The number of credits in the Major in Biochemistry is reduced from 
twelye to njne credits in the line listing courses CHEM C479", BIOL 
C260°, C270°, C364”, thereby reducing the total number of credits re- 
quired in the programme to forty-five. He noted that the Department 
had put forward a significant set of changes in its undergraduate pro~ 
grammes centered around the 45-credit core programme. In addition a 
preformance requirement has been introduced into the Specialization 
programme which is tied as a prerequisite to a specific course includ- 
ed in the programme. The course involved is Chemistry C419 which has 
the prerequisite of preformance in that a student must have accumulated 
a grade of at least C- in 31 of the 45 credits constituting the core in 
order to be enrolled in the course. Completion of the Specialization 
on graduating leads automatically to certification by the Order of 
Chemists of Quebec. 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Proppe) to adopt the curriculum 
changes recorded and amended for Division III (Biological Sciences, 
Chemistry, Exercise Science, Geology, Mathematics, and Physics). 


One of the student representatives voiced the displeasure of a number 
of Geology students who, because of the reduction in the credit value 
of three courses during recent years, now find themselves in the posi- 
toin of having to complete one additional three-credit course. 
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The members of Faculty Council were reminded that last May a special 
arrangement was made for those students who found themselves at the 
point of graduation with only 89 credits. 


Following a discussion on the topic Dean Roy said that he would be pre- 
pared to put the matter in the hands of the Student Affairs Office and 
would ask the Assistant Dean of Student Affairs to determine the magni- 
tude of the problem through a search of the records of the Geology stu- 
concerned. 


The motion to adopt the curriculum course changes and amendments for 
Division III was voted on it was carried. 4 


Division IV Curriculum Changes (pp 89- 91) 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Doughty) that Faculty Council adopt 
the curriculum changes as recorded for Division IV (Lonergan University 
College, and Urban Studies). Vote: Carried 


Standardization of Slot Course Numbering and Recording (Appendix pp A1-A32) 


It was moved and seconded (Drysdale/Valaskakis) that the changes as 
recorded in the Appendix to Report 45U for all Divisions of the Faculty 


be adopted. 


Objections were raised over the deletion of ENG] c251°, Selected Topics 
in Literature Written by Women I, and ENGL C352~, Selected Topics in 
Literature Written by Women II. It was noted that to delete the courses 
would mean that there would be no permanence allotted to the subject. 
Prof. Drysdale was asked to give the rationale for the change. He re- 
plied that it was the same as for other "filler" courses, that each year 
the specific topic will be identified in the schedules and in the students’ 
transcripts and this was felt to be an overiding advantage to the current 
practice. As well, under the new system no limit will be put on the num- 
ber of courses to be offered in the field while at the present time only 
two can be offered. 


Prof. Broes' interjection was to the effect that it is the intention of 
his Department to continue to offer the courses and that a study is now 
being carried out by the department curriculum committee on the entire 
group of such courses because of a problem of overlapping. However, there 
is no intention to drop these particular courses. 


Prof. Drysdale suggested in view of the announced intention of the English 
Department to review the status of the courses in relation to its Women's 
Studies curriculum, Council should remove ENGL C251 and C252 from the 
courses to be deleted with the understanding that the English Department 
will submit a report on its findings to the Faculty Council through the 
Curriculum Committee within a year. 


The amendment was incorporated into the original motion. 


The motion as amended was voted on and carried.
